RICHBERG IN INTERVIEW 
BREAKS LONG SILENCE 


Former NRA Head Admits 
Chaos He Forecast Did 
Not Materialize.

Donald R. Richberg, in his first com- 
ment on public issues since retiring as 


chairman of the National Recovery 
Board, conceded the abandonment of 
NRA had not brought the dire results 
he forecast. 

Instead, Richberg said, the indus- 
trial chaos he warned would follow 
NRA’s abandonment had been averted 
by business improvement and wide- 
spread adherence to code standards 
made possible by “collective thinking” 
taught businessmen under the recoy- 
ery law. 

These observations were made dur- 
ing an interview in Richberg’s newly- 
furnished law office, overlooking the 
White House, where only three months 
ago he was one of President Roose- 
velt’s closest advisors in charting the 
nation’s course.

Between the Devil and the Deep Blue Sea, 


the Only Hope Is in Compromise 


BY ROBERT QUILLEN. 


It is commonly believed that the fate of cotton affects nobody but 
the people of the south, but that isn’t true. It affects everybody in 
America. 

Since cotton became a chief item of export, it has brought into this 
country from Europe and Asia approximately thirty-five billion dollars. 

The south got the money, but most of. it was spent in the north and 
west—for wheat, apples, pork, hay, factory products. Everybody in the 
land got part of it and it helped to make the nation rich 

Now cotton growers have lost the greater part of thetr roreign market 
and there is grave danger of losing all of it. 

Other lands are producing as much cotton as we are. And Brazil, 
which is larger than the United States and has a potential cotton area 
om than ours, threatens to take our place as the world’s biggest pro- 

ucer. 

Our shrewdest and richest cotton men are investing millions down 
there, building gins and oil mills. All the world’s buyers are there, 
urging the natives to increase their acreage. 

The explanation is simple. 

America once fixed the world price of cotton. 
the land that offers the best price. 

Planters say that cotton “thirds itself’—that one-third of the weight 
is lint and the other two-thirds seed. At that ratio, fifteen hundred 
pounds of cotton would contain one thousand pounds of seed and one 
500-pound bale of lint. 

As this is written, the American farmer is getting $55 for the bale 
of cotton and $12 for the seed, a total of $67. And the Brazilian farmer, 
getting $28 for both cotton and seed, is encouraged to increase his acre- 
age. At that figure he is making money. 

What can America do to be saved? 

To peg our price at 10 to 12 cents means losing the world market 
and producing only enough for ourselves.

“In the back of Bailey’s blood- 
stained undershirt there were two 
holes, indicating he had been struck 
by buckshot. 

“The man who carried him into 
Clayton said Bailey told him he had 
to get to a doctor, as he was losing 
considerable blood. At Clayton we 
were told he had been carried to 
Towns county, but had not mentioned 
the need of a doctor on this trip. 

“We are here now trying to pick 
up a lead to work on.”

WASHINGTON, Sept. 24.—Aprov- 
al has been given by President Roose- 
velt to an allotment of federal funds 
totaling $2,046,000 for carrying out 
the government works relief program 
in Georgia, including $1,313,343 in 
Atlanta and Fulton county, officials 
of the administration revealed today.

LITTLE-NOTICED LAW 
AFFECTS STATE BANKS 


Right To Examine Trust De- 
partments of National 
Banks Taken Away. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 24.—(P)}— 


A little-noticed section of the 1935) 


banking law was disclosed today to 
have taken away from _ states 


national banks. 

J. F. T. O'Connor, comptroller of 
the curency, recently notified all state 
banking departments and all national 
banks of the change. 

Since many trust companies are ad- 
ministered by probate courts, the fed- 
eral reserve act of 1918 provided that 
national banks should maintain 
arate records for trust 
adding: 


“Such books and records shall be 


‘open to inspection by the state author- 
‘ities to the same extent as the books 
‘and records of corporations organized 
‘under state law which exercise judici- 


ary powers, but nothing in this aet 


shall be construed as authorizing the 
state authorities to examine the books, 


records and assets of the national 
bank which are not held in trust.” 

The 1935 law, however, changes the 
quoted sentence to read: 


“The state banking authorities may | 


have access to reports of examination 
made by the comptroller of the curren- 


cy in so far as such reports relate to) 
the trust department of such bank, | 
this act shall be con- | 
strued as authorizing the state bank- 
‘ing authorities to examine the books, 
‘records and assets of such bank.” 


After explaining that copies of re- 
ports of examinations of national 
bank trust departments may be found 
on file in the banks, and in the office 
of chief national bank examiners, 
O’Connor’s letter said: 

“The law, of course, does not pro- 
hibit a bank from permitting an in- 


spection of its record by anyone it de- | 


sires, but does prohibit compulsory in- 
spection,”’ 

Officials said the change would save 
banks the examination fees charged by 
states, and eliminate duplication.

Predicts Plentiful Supply 


for Years To Come. 
NEW ORLEANS, Sept. 24.—4?)— 


of many southern states, will join 
the list of vanishing things, the con- 


servation department of the Southern 
Pine Association reported today. 

The association predicted that this 
important industry will not disappear 
for many generations, furnishing a 
plentiful. supply of lumber to serve 
the needs of the country for years to 
come. 

The association’s prediction was 
bhsed on figures of the United States 
Forest Service compiled since 1930. 


“It is distinctly noticeable,” the re- 
port said, “that there is no visible 
diminution of growing timber in the 
southern forests. Second growth tim- 
ber is replacing the old virgin timber 
that was the white man’s heritage 
from the Indians, and seeond growth 
forests meet virtually all of the lum- 
ber needs of today, as the second 
trees usually are not ent until they 
are mature and meet all requirements 
for manufacture into lumber.” 

Citing the Government Forest 
Service’s figures the Southern Pine 
Association stated that 30 per cent 
of the forest area of the south is in 
merchantable saw-timber; 28 per 
cent is in cord-wood size timber: 20 
per cent of the area is restocked with 
young growth, while only 22 per cent 
is not being restocked.

Just Before Fight 


NEW YORK, Sept. 24.— 
(UP)—Joe (Barrow) Louis be- 
came a bridegroom at 8 o'clock 
tonight, just two hours before he 
climbed into the ring to fight 
Max Baer. 

The Detroit hegro pulled a 
fast one and surprised everyone 
as the wedding had been sched- 
uled for after the fight. 


Cars containing Louis, his 
bodyguard and Mike Jacobs, 
promoter of the million-dollar 
fight, swept up to the Harlem 
apartment house where Louis 
and his bride, the former Marva 
Trotter, of Chicago, have been 
staying. 

The bodyguard brushed aside 
a crowd of curious and Louis 
ran to the arms of the dusky 
belle of Chicago's South Side. 
They were married a few min- 
utes later by Municipal Court 
Justice Charles T. Toney, as- 
sisted by the Rev. Walter Trot- 
ter, brother of the bride.

'He had a handbill published, and said 
the new service would be helpful to 
“those who do not keep valets, those 
whose servants are ill... and those 
who have servants who go to see their 
relatives instead of doing what they 
were told to do.” 

Those words remind us that it was 
an old eustom for servants to take 
letters to different parts of large 
cities, 

We are told that Velayer printed 
letter covers “on which a receipt for 
‘the fee of two sous was printed.” 
His plan did not work very well, but 
‘printing the receipt on the cover has 
been called “the first attempt at a 
postage stamp.” 

Not many years later, a London 
‘merchant started a city delivery. He 
‘opened hundreds of stations, and his 
| messengers. took mail to all parts of 
‘London. The charge was paid in ad- 
vance, but it was only an English 
penny (2 cents in our money) for 
each letter or parcel of less than one 
pound. The plan proved a success. 

Rowland Hill is justly famed for 
his great work in helping the British 
postal system. He wanted to have 
letters carried all over the country 
‘for only “a penny apiece.” He _ be- 
‘lieved that postage stamps should be 
‘printed by the government and soid 
ito people, so there would be a simple 
‘way of paying postage in advance. 
‘His plans were put into force in 
Great Britain in the year 1840. They 
brought a great increase in the num- 
ber of letters mailed.
